Phosphate rock, which is the prin- 


cipal source of one of the three ferti- 
lizing elements necessary for plant 
growth, was marketed in the United 
States last year to the entent of .2,- 
973,332 long tons, valued at $11,675,- 
774. 
This was a slight decrease In 


both quantity and value compared 
with the figures for the preceding 
year, but the amount of phosphate 
rock mined was greater than In 1911, 
excepting in South. Carolina. In Flor- 
ida the Increase was six per cent, in 
Tennessee It was over 12 per cent, 
and In the western phosphate field It 
was over 10 per cent 


Stocks of phosphate rock on hand 


also increased *n the two main pro- 
ducing southern states, Florida and 
Tennessee 
On the whole the indus- 


try in the main southern phosphate 
field was active

in Florida was 81 per cent of the en- 
tire output of the United States The

The tank 
will have a capacity of about 60,000 
gallons. The water will be pumped 
into the tank from a reservoir hold- 
ing 40,000 gallons. The water will be 
aerated before being pumped into the 
tank and all traces of sulphur taste 
removed, giving a pure and soft water 
suitable for drinking and 
domestic 


purposes. 


The Florida East Coast railway is 


making strenuous {(forts to complete 
the large dock by January 1 in order 
to insure the efficient handling and 
the comfort of the many thousands of 
passengers who will travel over it 
this coming winter. Like all the 
work done by the East Coast, it will 
be massive, safe and durable.

This dock will 
accommodate at least ten of the large 
ocean liners and will have 30 feet 
of water. This dock, when the plans

boata to and from Havana will land. 
These boats will be up to date and 
fast They will not carry passenger 
cars, but will have four lines of track 
and will hold about 40 loaded freight 
cars.

Section 2. Such bonds shall con- 


sist of a series of 400 bonds, of the

draw interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum, and shall have cou- 
pons attached thereto, payable semi- 
unnually, for the amount of interest 
due 
for each 
semi-annual period. 


They shall be sold only as needed, 
and for no less than 95 per cent of 
their par value, and on delivery, cou- 
pons which have matured, while the 
bonds were in, the hands of the City, 
shall be detached.

To the Chief of Engineers. 


1. I am convinced that the best sys- 


tem of improvement for the benefit of 
waterborne commerce either originat- 
ing In -the state of Florida or destined 
•to that locality can only be determin- 
ed by treating the problem in a com- 
prehensive way The sheltered inside 
route along the coast, affording a 
channel of ample depth and width, is 
the first requisite, 
after this comes 


the deep water harbors, 
where the 


freight shall be changed to or from 
the deep water ship, as the case may 
be. The intracoastal canal, in my 
opinion, should be at least ten feet 
deep and should be thoroughly shel- 
tered and safe for river steamboats, 
motorboats, or tugs and barges This 
should be developed first, and after 
It was developed and put in operation 
it could then be determined how 
many new deep harbors should 
be 


created for the benefit of commerce, 
eliminating entirely from considera- 
100 tKe deepwater harbor, wMch is 
developed for the benefit of the real 
estate owner. It might very likely be 
tound that transportation on the canal 
was so cheap, so expeditious, and so 
satisfactory that freight 
would 
not 


leave it until it was obliged to, and 
that it would not be necessary to 
make many expensive deep-water har- 
bors. 


'. 
I agree with the district officer 


that Mosquito inlet, considered alone, 
is not worthy of improvement by the 
general government, and that the time 
has not arrived when the question of 
this improvement should be taken up. 
I think it should be taken up only 
after the intracoastal canal has been 
determined upon and its construction 
veil advanced toward completion. I 
don't see how a deep-water harbor at 
New Smyrna could have much com- 
merce. The railroad that goes to it 
would not profit by delivering its 
freight to vessels, and It would in ev- 
ery way be to the advantage of the 
road to secure the long haul, and in 
the absence of adequate water routes 
paralleling the coast or penetrating to 
the interior would make it impossible 
to quickly collect a full-sized cargo of 
perishable material. 
I would advise 


that no survey be made.

For the new state game law is in 


effect and under 
its 
provisions 


there's nothing doing with gun and 
flogs until November 20tli and then 
not after February 20th. 


And remember, too, that squirrels 


and inarsh hens as 
well as other 


game, come under the provisions of 
this law and that robins connot ,be 
shot or killed at any season of the 
year. And when the open season is 
on, the killing of hen turkeys or of 
does is prohibited—for the female of 
tlie species is protected in 
these 


two instances. 


Under the new law one may hunt 


,in his own precinct without a li- 
cense. But outside his precinct he 
must have a license costing one dol- 
lar and secured from 
the county 


judge. And to hunt 
outside 
the 


county one must secure a state li- 
cense costing three dollars. Mr. Non- 
Resident must pay a license of 
15 


dollars to hunt anywhere. 
And the 


license isn't good after February 20th 
no matter If you take it out February 
19th. 


When you have a license you are 


prohibited from shooting more than 
one deer, two turkey gobblers, 
20 


quail or 25 of any kind of birds in -a 
day. 
Night' hunting ts strictly pro- 


hibited. The law Is very strict.

BONDS. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEW 
SMYRNA, FLORIDA: 


Section 1. That, upon the approval 


of the majority of the registered vot- 
ers of the said City, who own and 
pay taxes on real and personal prop- 
erty therein, and actually voting at 
the election herein provided for, the 
City Council shall be empowered to 
borrow the sum of $40,000, and to 
pledge the credit of the City therefor 
by the issue and sale of City Bonds, 
the proceeds whereof, shall be used 
for the construction of a system of 
sewers for the City, and for street 
improvement and for 
existing 
in 


debtedness of said City. Tha amounts 
to be set aside from the sale, from 
time to time of said bonds, 
shall 


not be in the aggregate, more than 
J25.000 for the said sewer system, 
$12,000 for the street improvement 
and $3,000 for payment of existing in- 
debtedness. 


Section 2. Such bonds shall con- 


sist of a series of 400 bonds, of the 
denomination ot $100 each, to 
be 


numbered consecutively, and 
shall 


draw interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum, and shall have cou- 
pons attached thereto, payable semi- 
annually, for tbe amount of interest 
due 
for each 
semi-annual period. 


They shall be sold only as needed, 
and for no less than 95 per cent of 
their par value, and on delivery, cou- 
pons which have matured, while the 
bonds were in the hands of the City, 
shall be detached. Such bonds shall 
run for the term of 30 years, with 
the option or privilege retained by 
the Cit' of redeeming any 
portion 


thereof, commencing with the lowest 
numbered bonds, at any time after 
the expiration of ten years, PRO- 
VIDED, said redemption shall 
be 


made upon some interest day, after 
due notice given, at the

of said bonds and the coupons at- 
tached thereto, shall be payable 
at 


the office of the Treasurer of

bank in City. Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Mayor and Clerk, shall 
have the 
corporate seal attached 


thereto, and shall be approved by the 
Board of Public Works. In 
case 


any of the bonds shall be redeemed 
by the City at any time after 
the 


expiration ol five years from the date 
thereof, interest coupons that bave 
not matured at that time, shall 
be 


null and void. 


Section 3. The Mayor of said City 


•shall call a special election to be 
held on the 7th day of October, 1913, 
at a polling place to be designated 
by the Mayor in said call, at which 
shall be submitted to the • qualified 
electors of the City, who own and

The call for such election shall be 


published once each week for four 
successive weeks, immediately pre- 
cecding said election, the tint publica- 
tion to be at least thirty days

fore said election. The election shall 
be conducted, and Judges and clerks 
of election shall be appointed 
and 


qualified, and the- vote canvaMed In 
the manner provided by the Charter 


and Ordinances for the holding 
of 


general elections lu the City, except, 
that the,City Clerk shall provide tbe 
judges and clerk of election with a 
Hat of the registered voters of the 
City, who own and pay taxes

real and personal property therein, 
and only such persons as may

I think it should be taken up only 
after the intracoastal canal has been 
determined upon and its construction 
well advanced toward completion. I 
don't see how a deep-water harbor at 
New Smyrna could have much com- 
merce. The railroad that goes tp it 
would not profit by delivering its 
freight to vessels, and it would in ev- 
ery way be to the advantage of the 
•road to secure the long haul, and in 
the absence of adequate water routes 
paralleling the coast or penetrating to 
the interior would make it impossible 
to quickly collect a full-sized cargo of 
perishable material.

It means th« opening up ana development of new territory and 


the reduction m the cost of transportation, which will benefit both 
the 


producer and consumer. The railroads are opposing this movement every- 
where, feeling that it will mean a loss of business to them, 'but this 
is 


both a shortsighted and mistaken policy- Heavy freight would naturally 
go by water, leaving the facilities of the railroads for the lighter 
and 


more profitable shipments and the opening of waterways would create a 
large volume of new tonnage. The completion of the Panama canal will 
give a great impetus to the movement for developing waterways 


"There is a pressing situation in Florida, which deserves and 
should 


command the attention and aid of all those who favor improving 
the 


water transportation of the country and that is the petition to open the 
inlet at New Smyrna for deep water vessels. The tonnage within 100 
miles of thie inlet is now sufficient to justify such action and in a few 
years it would show a large increase as a result of the Improved facili- 
ties and economy to shippers 
The large quantity of fruit, vegetables and 


naval stores coming from that district to New York City should 
make 


every New York congressman give tt his earnest support. This is not a
